OTTAWA — With a private 
smile flickering around his 
mouth, Prime Minister Pierre 
Etiott Tr u- 
deau sat back 
in his. chair 
at the head 
of the consti- 
tutional . con- 
ference Tues- © 
day and 
watched the 
threatened 
provincial 
onslaught on 
federal fiscal 
policies fizzle out in confusion 
and contradiction. 

Ontario’s Premier John 
Robarts had warned of a 
confrontation. endangering 
confederation. Quebec’s Jean- 
Jacques Bertrand had talked 
of. a fiscal crisis. The three 
prairie premiers: joined last 
week in a strident demand 
that financial issues be placed 
at the top of the conference 
agenda. 

Headlines, newscasts and 
inflamatory comments 
created the impression that 
provinces were marching on 
Ottawa; shoulder to shoulder, 
to demand not only immediate 
financial relief, but also a 
major voice in making 
national fiscal policy. 

But when the moment for 
attack came Tuesday, under 
the eager eyes of the tele- 
vision cameras in the gilt-and- 
garish Confederation Room on 
Parliament Hill—fizzle, sput- 
ter, misfire.

The basic reason was that 
while it is easy for the 
provinces to agree in general 
that Ottawa should spend less 
and leave them more in tax 
resources, they begin to quar- 
rel as soon as they turn to 
explore details. 

This is a diverse country, as 
the premiers are so fond of 
saying, and part of that 
diversity is that. proinces 
need different sorts of help 
and support from Ottawa. 

Trudeau exploited this fact 
Tuesday. to divide and diffuse 
the provincial attack, 

He met the premiers full of 
the sweetest reason and eager 
to consider their every wish. 
The federal government was 
ready of course, to consider 
constitutional curbs on its 
spending power so that more 
tax room would be left for the 
provinces. Just where would 
the premiers like to see 
Ottawa cut back? 

Perhaps the federal govern- 


ment should forego-the power ~ 


“to raise funds to. initiate re 
programs as. hospital 
ance? Or how about e! 
ing the equalization .-grants 
which Ottawa collects in the 
richer provinces to pay {fo the 
poorer? Maybe the--federal 
government should optout of 
regional development, ‘Or be 
barred from launching: guch 
schemes as ARDA? 
“We-—and the Canadian 
people—-are looking for guid- 
ance for the rules of the 
game,” said Trudeau earnest- 
ly, inviting. the premiers to 
speak up. 
. eS 
The premiers no sooner 
began their replies than they 
were at cross purposes, 
quarelling with each other 
rather than with Ottawa. 
Trudeau could relax and 
intervene only to throw in a 
provocative remark when the 
debate among the premiers 
seemed in danger of flagging. 


Fizzle, Sputter, Misfir 
Went Provinces Attack 


As the inconclusive’ argu- 
ment dragged on through the 
alotted two hours before noon, 
Saskatchewan's bluff and 
cammonsensical deputy prem- 
ier David Steuart made the 
disgusted comment: “We can 
hardly agree on the time of 
the day around here.” 

He was right. 

Robarts’ brave talk about 
confrontation and show-down 
turned ‘out to be thé same 
weary argumerit against fed- 
eral medicare which Ontario 
has been voicing for three 


Lyears. 


The premigr asked for $225- 
million from Ottawa in place 
of medicare funds, and was 
blatant in explaining that his 
appeal—such as it was—was 
directed not so much to the 
federal government as, 
through the TV cameras, to 
the voters of Ontario. 

e 

The voters may also have 
noticed that Robarts’ argu- 
ment that federal medicare is 
unconstitutional and unwanted 
was promptly contradicted by 
British Columbia’s. Premier 
W. A. C. Bennett, a free 
enterprising provincial au- 
tonomist in most matters who 
happens’ to have accepted 
Ottawa's medicare cash. 

They may also have heard 
the prairie’s principal spokes- 
man on_ fiscal problems, 
Manitoba’s lugubrious Walter 
Weir, announce that as far as 
he is concerned, the medicare 
issue is past, and no longer 
worth fighting about. 

It was a bad morning all 
around for Robarts. When he 
offered himself in the uncon- 


vincing role of private citizen - 


John Robarts oppressed by 
the weight of-taxes, he was 
quickly undercut by New- 
foundland’s puckish Joseph 
Smaliwood who produced a 
raft of figures to show that 
the poorest fisherman in the 
farthest outport pays taxes at 
a higher rate. than does 
Robarts, a plump and pros- 
perous Ontario burgher. 
. 

His role Tuesday was to 
make the case that any 
attempt to curtail the federal 
taxing and spending power 
might anger the equaliza- 
tion ery te poorer prov- 
inces recaf¥e from the richer 
provinces, via Ottawa. 

While. the provinces_quar- 
relled inside the conference 
chamber, the federal . team 
quietly reirfforced its position 
outside by * distributing to 
newsmen a briefing paper 
loaded with ‘statistics disput- 
ing most of the fiscal claims 
made by ,Robarts and other 
premiers, . 

For example: Most of the 
provinces have been operating 
on budget surpluses while the 
federal government has been 
deep in deficits; federal pay- 
ments to the provinces have 
increased more than $800- 
million if five years; munici- 
pal revenues have been in- 
creasing faster than expendi- 
tures; the provincial govern- 
ments already collect about 30 
per cent of their revenues 
from Ottawa, 

S6 much for the great 
confrontation that never was. 

The value of the occasion

perhaps was two-fold. To 
demonstrate once again that 
the federal government still 
represents the only national 
consensus. And to aliow the 
premiers to vent some of 
their political frustrations be- 
fore turning to other prob- 
lems. 

Certainly they were in an 
amiable and cooperative 
mood later in the day when 
they discussed yights and the 
proposed charter of human 
freedoms. 

It would be wrong to claim 
that great progress was 
made, but some ground was 
recovered that . seemed on 
Monday to be lost. 

Quebec's Bertrand _ opened 
on Monday with a contemptu- 
ous dismissal of bilingualism 
as of no value to his province. 
One could at once see the 
questions forming in the mind 
of English-Canada. If Quebec 
does not want bilingualism, 
why should we bother? 

Gently prodded by Trudeau, 
Bertrand revised his position 
Tuesday and explained that 
Quebec does indeed support 
the principle of the federal 
official languages bill, but 
would like ‘to see it go further. 

Federal officials sighed with 
relief and described Bert- 
rand’s speech as very helpful. 

e 

As discussion of the charter 
of human rights began, 
Ontario .cautiously conceded 
that it accept the 


political freedoms in the con- 
stitution—an advance on the 
previous position. 

Some other provinces 
apparently maintain their 
objections. to entrenchment, 
but are cheerfully ready to 
examine the matter in detail 
im committees of justice min- 
isters and attorneys-general. 

The stage seems to have 
been set, in fact, for a wind- 
up-of the conference today in 
which the 11 governments will 
agree to continue the long 
process of constitutional 
review. in a variety of com- 
mittees of minister and offi- 
cials. 

That’s not very exciting. 
And more could have been 
achieved at this conference 
with better preparation, 

But an agreement to con- 
tinue talking is at least better 
than a breaking of relations, 
which seemed possible last 
week when the provinces were 
threatening ¢onfrontation and 
the dissolution of the language 
consensus. .

Co NEWS REPORTS OF 
scuffles at the Canada-United 
States border in the neighborhood 
of the St. Regis.

But a Canadian 
Jaw restricting this right is given 
ljegal precedence and in recent weeks 
the. Canadian “Customs authorities 
have been applying the regulations 
and charging duty on goods brought 
into Canada by the Indians. 

This is only one of several griev- 
ances put forward by the Indians. 


Canadians’ treatment of their Indian | 


population over the years is one of 
which we are rightly ashamed. 
There was so much that could have 
been done to ease the movement of 
the original race from its primitive 
culture to the white man’s civiliza- 
tion, and so little that was carried 
out. The net effect in many cases 


has been to degrade the Indians and 
supply nothing to take the place of 
customs and livelihood which have 
been destroyed. Only in recent years 
have there been constructive moves 
to aid Indian education on a practical 
basis and to initiate ‘means by which 
the Indian can achieve a workable 
relationship with the city and with 
industry. 

There is certainly, therefore, a 
heavy onus on the federal govern- 
ment to speed the machinery.to solve 
the problem of the St. Regis reserve 
Indians, and to change or interpret 
the law with a full recognition of 
what is owed the first inhabitants. 

Mr...Robert Andras, minister 
without portfolio, who is involved in 
seeking a solution, is apparently im- 
pressed with the Indians’ case. He 
told a recent delegation: “I’m not 
asking you to go back to Cornwall 
Island and be quiet and peaceful. I'm 
trying to be very honest with you-—-I 
think we have to try to do it wisely 
this time.” 

And that, after ‘all these decades, 
would be a good way to do it.

Unexpected B.C. Help on Language Bill 


ROM the standpoint of the public 
expectations, Tuesday was a dis- 
appointing day in which the federal- 
Provincial constiti- 
tional conference 
appeared to lose 
more ground than it 
gained. The reality 
probably is that the 
expectations were 
somewhat inflated. 
For, on the one hand, 
the Official Lan- 
guages Bill and Mr. 
Trudeau’s Canadian 
Charter of Human 
Rights have received extensive publicity. 


They originated in the Dunton- 
Laurendeau report; they were much 
discussed in the election campaign; as 
positive and challenging proposals, they 
attracted a great deal of attention. Very 
much less was known about the 
discussions in the continuing committee 
which met behind closed doors and only 
recently made public a delicately worded 
summary setting out in a general way a 
range of provincial opinions. 

The morning session was a three hour 
detour into non-constitutional matters. 
Mr. Trudeau was doubtless able to draw 
some comfort from the fact that the 
provinces, as sual, have sharply

differing ideas about methods of financ-> 


ing the ‘‘just society.”” But despite their 
differences most of the premiers man- 
aged to unite in what amounted to a 
grand remonstrance addresséd to -the 
federal government. There was certainly 
a dominant feeling that in the past two 
years Ottawa has dealt cavalierly with 
the provinces in the matter of shared 
programs and there was particularly 
keen resentment about medicare. 


Benson to the Wolves 


It was all somewhat reminiscent of 
the Russian tale of the party fleeing 
across the frozen wastes pursued by. 
ravenous wolves. The most obvious 
candidate to be thrown to the pack was 
Mr. Benson, who offered several nervous 
and not very successful objections. But 
some of the hungrier premiers intimated 
that they wanted Mr. Sharp too, and

At two points, however, the morning 
discussion did touch on the constitution.

question, was Mr. Trudeau's. Should 
there be rules governing the exercise of 
the. federal spending power? While this 
was not taken up.directly, much of the 
discussion bore directly on it. For it was 
the burden of Mr. Robarts reproach that 
Ottawa had used its ‘‘fiscal leverage’’ to 
force provinces into. programs . (notably 
medicare) which they did not want and 
which were within their jurisdiction., 


Bilingual Prospects 


In the afternoon, the premiers turned 
their attention to the language bill and 
to. the entrenchment of fundamental 
rights. Of the two, the lanugage bill, 
although facing two principal objections, 
appears at the moment to have the 
better prospects. 

The Western premiers, as a group, 
are not enthusiastic“about proposals for

There are also 
objéctions that the bill will create 
practical difficulties in the operations of 
the courts.

Too Optimistic 


It seemed likely until recently that 
the federal government would encounter 
opposition on linguistic rights but find 
commanding support for other parts of 
the bill. The former impression was 
correct; the latter much too optimistic. 

The most searching criticism of the 
federal proposal came from Mr, Wishart, 
attorney-general of Ontario—the province 
which has gone farthest, through its 
human rights commission, to protect the 
citizen. and. to. bar discrimination.. Mr. 
Wishart was agreeable to the entrenth- 
ment of political rights as specified in 
the charter. He developed a reasoned 
argument, however, against the inclusion 
in a charter of those rights designated as 
legal or egalitarian. His general case 
was that in these fields more effective 
protection ¢an be afforded by action 


within provincial jurisdiction. Where 
rights are entrenched, resort is to the 
courts, Typically, however, in the 
Ontario expeffance, complaints are best 
dealt with by tie flexible procedures of 
inquiry and pepswasion. Of some thous- 
ands of cases, ily two have in fact 
necessitated judigial action. O° 
Mr. Wishart as generally supported 
in this view by Mf, Lyon of Manitoba. 


Limited Settlement 


Although this subject is also to be 
referred- to. the attorneys-general for 
further consideration, it would appear at 
this stage that the federal government 
will have to settle in the end for 
something considerably less far-reaching 
than the Trudeau bill. 

But any appraisal must—be tentative. 
For there rémains the possibility of a 
general agreement based on the “‘opting- 
in” principle. Federal officials emphasize 
that their flexibility extends even to the 
separate sections of the proposed bill. 
Thus it would be possible for a province, 
say Quebec, to remain outside; for. 
Ontario to.-bind itself constitutionally to 
the political sections; or for Saskatche- 
wan to accept everything except thé 
linguistic provisions. If at the beginning 
4 group of provinces could be persuaded 
to join with the federal government fn 
entrenching all categories of rights, 
others might feel disposed to commit 
themselves voluntarily at later stages 
and in the light of greater experience. 

There is at least the hope in Ottawa 
that unanimous consent may be. found 
for such a procedure,

MOSCOW—Perhaps it is only the frosty haze 
hanging over Moscow producing hallucinations. 
Perhaps it has been the sudden alternations in tem- 
perature, ranging from 30 degrees above to 25, 

« degrees below zero (Fahrenheit), producing a half 
dozen varieties of flu and grippe, which have stimu- 
lated feverish imaginations. 


Yet more and more’ foreign observers here — and a few 
Soviet citizens as well — can be heard to mutter, “‘strange 
things are happening,” “‘there’s something going on inside the 
Kremlin,”’ and “we may be on the eve of a big change.”’ 

These premonitions have been intensified by two actual 
events and a plethora of curious “‘mini-happenings.” The two 
actual events have been the 47-day absence of Prime Minister 
Alexi Kosygin (Dec. 20 Feb.6) andthe mysterious_shooting 
inside the Kremlin's Borovitsky Gate on Jan. 22 (which most 
observers believe was an attempt to assassinate Communist 
Party chief Leoriid Brezhnev). 

The minutiae, too numerous to recount and fascinating 
only to’ hard core Kremlinologists, have ranged frdm 
unfavorably placed photographs of Kosygin and President 
Nikolai Podgorny in the new Encyclopedic Yearbook (edited 
by a Brezhnev protege) to a strangely favorable Teport in the 
Red Army paper, Krasnaya Zveda, on Polis strongman 
Mieczeslaw Moczar (the Gomulka rival whom Brezhnev went 
specially to Warsaw’s party congress in November to put 
down), 


A Sense of Uncertainty 


Even. the most expertly programmed Kremiinological 
computer would probably be snarled if asked to make sense 
of all the odd references, omissions, nuances, and rumors 
being culled by assiduous western observers. 

What is clear is a sense of uncertainty and dissonance, 
with various parts of the complex Soviet apparatus playing 
distinctly different melodies and an apparent vacuum of 
agreed policy on many important issues. 

The issues enveloped in fog include policy toward 
Yugoslavia and Rumania, arms control talks with the United 
States, agricultural investment and reorganization, the shape 
of the next party congress (due in or before March, 1970), @ 
new, Soviet constitution, the ‘world’ communist “unity” 
conference plannned for May, the relative powers of the KGB 
(committee on state security) and the MVD (ministry of 
internal affairs), the vast complex summed up in the terms 
destalinization and restalinization, the degree of freedom, 
control or repression for dissident and “wavering” 

— and many, many other problems. 

On each of these issues, there have been either strange 
periods of complete silence, or manifestly confilicting views 
expressed in (apparently) equally authoritative media. _ 

Despite the importance of all the issues mentioned, most 
observers agree that the overriding single issue in the 
Kremlin for the past year has been Czechoslovakia — and 
that, if the post-Khrushchev coalition of the past four years is 
to break up, the Czechoslovak events will ultimately prove to 
have been decisive. 


Czechoslovakia Key Issue 


As the opponents of last August’s invasion doubtless 
argued, Czechoslovakia 


The fact that the invasion did not “solve” the crisis, but 
merely brought on new phases of continuing difficulty, is 
generally” believed here to be the underlying cause of the 
dissonance and uncertainty in high Soviet circles. 

Almost every Moscow Kremlinologist can plot scenarios of 
the ups and downs of ‘various Soviet leaders during the 
various phases of the Czechoslovak crisis last year, both 
during the months before and even the days and weeks after 
the invasion, (However, iit is also generally agreed that — 
with the storm’ of disapproval blowing from the Vatican and 
Peking's heavenly gate, Belgratie and Tirana, Jean Paul 
Sartre and Yvgeni Yevtushenko — the pofitburo’s - natural 
reflex last summer and fall was to submerge differences and 
maintain unity at all costs until the storm had died down.

the Czechs and Slovaks have strangely failed to yield to the 
standard Soviet techniques of political management. 

Each time the Prague situation has seemed to be virtu- 
ally “normalized,’’ a new crisis has erupted. If the writers 
and journalists ““‘behave,” suddenly the Czech trade unions 
become centres of resistance. 

If the workers seem appeased, the students are out on 
the streets again. And each time the Soviets appear to be 
exerting undue pressure, or there is the threat of new 
military or police. measures, the outside world begins to 
react: Italian Communists fly secretly to Moscow to warn the 
Kremlin, the West Germans threaten to bilock the nuclear non- 
proliferation treaty, and so on. 

Perhaps gravest of all, for the first time in 20 years, 
there seems to be looming at least the possthility of the 
Kremlin’s ultimate nightmare—an understanding between 
Washington and Peking, largely resulting from the mutual 
shock over the Czech events. 


Hawks and Doves Debating 


In such. a situation, as during the tortured American 
involvement in Vietnam, it may well be imagined ‘that both 
the “hawks” and the “doves” in the Kremiin are saying: 

“We told you so,” the hardliners are doubtless arguing 
that whatever had to be done fn Czechoslovakia should have 
been done quickly, thoroughly and ruthlessly at the very 
start, without the numerous compromises, Stages, manoeu- 
vres and niceties of the past five months. 

The moderates, on the other hand, can well argue that 
the invasion itself, and all the pressures Preceding and 
following. it, were fundamentally misguided, and that the 
Dubcek experiment in ‘‘socialism with a human face” should 
have been.welcomed in the’ same manner as Khrushchev 
embraced Titoist Yugoslavia from 1955 onward. 

Tt is difficult to tell, from day. to day, who may be 
winning this particular argument. Obviously the events of the 
past few weeks — the self-immolation of student Jan Palach 
and its consequences — have seemed incredible to numerous 
Russians, and probably given pause even to the boldest 
spirits in top circles. As one shrewd neutral diplomat here 
argued: 

“The Palach affair seems to have produced the same 
effect on the Russians as last year’s Viet Cong Tet offensive 
did on the Johnson administration. 

Not only hag there been a shock — but suddenly all the 
Previous assumptions, and ways of viewing the problem, 
seem dubious or irrelevant. For-the first time, I hear fairly 
official Soviet friends admitting, “‘we may have made a 
mistake going in to begin with.” 

There is clearly not the same confidence that everything 
will be under control in a matter of weeks or months, since 
nobody knows what new incident or tactic might suddenly 
spring up.

It may well be that the situation in Czechoslovakia will, 
after ail, “‘normaiize” without further harsh measures, that 
current controversies over economic reform may indeed be 
successfully resolved by compromise and that the prospect of 
@-fairly early summit meeting with President Nixon will 
restrain the advocates of change. 

Despite such possibilities and last fall’s record harvest, 
the current leadership is hardly surrounded by an aura of 
brilliant success at this particular moment. 

Veiled recriminations, as well as conflicting recom- 
mendations..of alternative policies, have not failed to eppear 
between the lines, at least, of the Soviet press. 

Soviet dissidents report that even the police, on lower 
levels, seem uncertain of which way the pendulum may swing 
next. Several foreign diplomats and attaches are persuaded 
that ‘‘there’s something going on in the army.’* 

Many of these tendencies were already apparent before 
the January 22 shooting inside the Kremlin gate;and failure 
to define and explain that unprecedented incident has merely 
added fuel to the fires of speculation. 


What Role for the Army? 


Even those observers most convinced that change ts 
imminent are in a complete quandary as to what form the 
changes might take, 

Will there be only the rempval or-retirement-of-a-few 
members of the politburo and party secretariat? Would that 
take the form of “hards” ousting “softs” or vice versa? Or 
will there be a Janger “‘revolt”’ of the central committee 
against the politburo, or perhaps of the “juniors” “the 
leaders of the late 40s and 50s against the,“‘seniors’” who 
have held the top posts almost everywhere since 
Khrushchev's fall? What role might the army, the KGB, the 
MVD play in the processes? 

To none of these questions has there been even the hint of 
a possible answer — which probably indicates that the 
“winning combination” bas yet to emerge,

Twenty-seven sources .of 
pulsing radio energy have 
been discovered since 1967, 
but this is the first time that 
one has been tied to an-object 
that ¢an be seen.

But 
this speculation was dis- 
credited when careful search 
revealed so many pulsars at 
different locations. 

However, they may shed 
light on the origin of the 
Milky Way galaxy,,on how 
much matter there is in the 
universe, and they may be- 
come useful as beacons for 
Space travel, 

Actually seeing one of these 
inexplicable objects. seemed 
too good. to be true. The 
excited Arizona trio, eager to 
verify their observation, ob- 
tained from rather crude 
instruments attached to the 36- 
inch telescope, fired off tele- 
grams to the principal. obser- 
vatories around the world. 


Replies were not long in 
coming. At the University of 
Texas’ McDonald Observatory 
on _Mount Locke in West 
Texas, Brian Warner and R.

“This is one of the most 
exciting developments’ in 
astronomy in- the last de 
cade,” says Harlan Smith, 
director of UT’s McDonald 
Observatory.

Neutron stars are in the 
final stage of dying. All that 
remains is a rapidiy spinning, 
super-hot, incredibly derise 
core about 10 miles across. 
Scientists believe the radio 
pulses are—produced by the

™mendously strong magnetic 
field. 

The explosion that formed 
the nebula in* which this 
pulsar was seen and recorded 
by Chinese astronomers in 
1054 A.D. Crab Nebula is so 
far away its light takes 6,500 
years to travel to Earth.

Captured by Nixon 


By ARCH MacKENZIE 


WASHINGTON (CP) — Rich- 
ard Nixon has pleased his sup- 
porters, disarmed skepties and 
kept his enemies at bay so far 
a: American president. 

True, he’s just into his fourth 
week on the job. The political 
truce may not last long, consid- 
ering the nature of his post, the 
problems at home and abroad| 
and ‘the poor track récord for 
many world leaders these days. 

But the Nixon image is 
emerging from organization, ac- 
tion and caution on a broad 
front. Even a little humor has 
surfaced. 

To a country still recovering 
from traumatic events of 1968, 
Nixon presents an encouraging 
image. 

Opinion poller George Gallup, 
in his first reading of the Nixon 
ratings, says that while 36 per 
cent of those questioned have a 
wait-and-see attitude, 59 per 
cent approve of what the presi- 
dent has done so far and only 
,five per cent knock him. 

That's. pretty good for a man 
‘whose political future was 
judged nil as late as 1966 and 
whe got only 44 per cent of the 
[popuar vote in last November’s 
election, becoming the first mi- 
jnority president since 1912. 

Time magazine finds the most 
impressive fact of the new lead- 
ership to be that it has ‘‘moved 
so-affirmatively in so many di- 
prections.”’

“On balance, Mr. Nixon is off 
to an excellent start,"”. the New 
York Times says with particu- 
lar reference to his good press} 
relations and a refreshing lack} 
of hustle-bustle in White House 
affairs. 

Perhaps the only ones unhap-! 
py with Nixon’s performance so 
far are the more conservative 
members of the president’s own 
Republican party who fear 
Nixon is becoming too liberal. 

Says Richard Wilson of the 
Washington Star: 

“The agony in Nixon's early 
days is among Republicans who 
think their legitimate rights 
aren't being protected while the 
ecstasy is among Democrats 
and Liberals who have discoy- 
ered that Nixon isn’t half as bad 
as they expected.’’

There were 2,500 customers 
at the Oak Bay track that day 
and ff what Win says is 
correct, the girl “jocks” put 
on a “hoss race” from start 
to finish. 

They were a lot keener to 
win than their most optimistic 
boosters ever anticipated, 

In a newspaper clipping Win 
enclosed with her letter, I 
read that. from the instant | 
Macleod Breeze ‘“‘poked his 
nose first out of the stall 
gates and~ held this scant 
margin ‘6ver Dr. Pook cross- 
ing thé: ‘wire, the punters were 
in an uproar.”

The riders were ‘“‘all in” 
after travelling the six fur- 
longs and 30 yards and were 
unable to pull up their respec- 
tive mounts. But they enjoyed 
the battle. 

British Columbia racing 
tycoon Sam Randall was so 
tickléd with the experiment, 
he planned a similar event for 
Vancouver the following sum- 
mer, 

Macleod Breeze had its 
owner-trainer, Joyce Hartley, 
in the saddle and Win Hender- 
son:tells me that “few women 
at that time could match skill 
with Joyce when she was in 
the pilot’s seat?” 

The newspaper clipping 
says she was “fit as a fiddle, 
too, and outmanoeuvred her 
rivals all the way.”

Margaret Hogg on Dr. Pook 
lost out by a head because 
Mrs. Hartley had “too many 
tricks” in reserve and was in 
better condition. 

She did sneak through on 
the inside going down the 
back lane and did try to shake 
off Macleod Breeze, but Joyce 
wasn’t having any of that. 
After turning for home ‘‘the 
Hartley woman whipped with 
her right, rode with her left 

, and she did not leave 
enough space for her less 
experienced opponent to pull 
her’ whip when she needed it 
most.” 

Qwners and trainers were 
ready for the girls after the 
race. They knew they 
wouldn’t have sufficient 
strength ‘left to pull up their 
horses and a dozen ponies 
dashed from the chute to help.

They were a happy-go-lucky

“Somewhere along the line I 
realized this was the sort of 
thing I enjoyed doing the 
most. I’ve been doing it ever 
since.”

AGAINST CRIME 


WASHINGTON (WP) — For the first time in three and a 
half years the government is using wiretaps In cases not 
involving the national security. 

Attorney-General John N. Mitchell has authorized an 
undisclosed number of taps in the field of organized crime 
since taking office Jan. 20. 

Under Mitchell, the justice department also is planning to 
reorganize the. “‘strike-force’’ approach to uncovering 
organized crime. It may establish a separate division of the 
department for that purpose.

crime were made known Tuesday under rigid ground rules © 


' prohibiting identification of the sources. 

Not since June, 1965, when former president Johnson 
fssued a directive to in agencies, has the 
government been permitted to_ wiretap. or eavesdrop on 
“private conversations unless the national security was 
involved. 

Congress last year authorized wiretapping and électronic 
eavesdropping in a variety of areas when it passed the 
omnibus crime: control and safe streets act, However, former 
attorney-general Ramsey Clark refused to use the authority 
despite considerable congressional pressure to do so.

Sewage over his head, kick 
him, punch him, push him
